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[Title of the Device] Brush for Electric Rotating Machine 
with Abrasion Detecting Member 

[Abstract] 

[Object] There is provided a brush for electric rotating 
machine provided with an abrasion detecting member that is free 
from malfunction, capable of being applied to any electric 
rotating machine operating under high temperature and 
manufactured easily at a reasonable cost. 

[Constitution] A hole 6 is provided so as to have a bottom 
part 6a with a depth from an upper end face lb of a brush body 
1 to an abrasion limit position L-L, an insulating-coating lead 
wire 7B is folded and inserted in the hole so that the folded 
bent end portion 13 reaches the bottom part 6a, and the hole 
is stuffed with copper powder 12 and the lead wire is fixed 
under the condition that at least one of two adjacent portions 
of the bent end portion of the folded lead wire is led out of 
the upper end face lb of said hole 6. 

[Claims of the Utility Model Application] 

[Claim 1] A brush for electric rotating machine with an 
abrasion-detecting member comprising: 

a brush body of the electric rotating machine provided 



with a hole having a bottom part of which depth is determined 
so as to correspond from a radial outer end of the brush body 
to an abrasion limit position of the brush; and 

an abrasion detecting member that includes an 
insulating-coating wire for abrasion detection having a folded 
bent end portion / said insulating-coating wire being inserted 
in said hole and fixed thereto so that said bent end portion 
reaches the bottom part of the hole of said brush body, and 
detects abrasion by dielectric breakdown of the bent end portion 
said coated wire in case that abrasion of said brush is over 
the abrasion limit position; 

wherein an end portion extending from the bent end portion 
of said inserted coated wire is led to outside of the upper 
end face of said brush body, and a part located in the hole 
including the bent end portion of said wire is fixed with copper 
powder stuffed into the hole. 
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
